'  Jdnistry of the Interior. (2 Officers included Ca, tain 


Uchytil, (fnu), commanding officer, about 35 years old, a 
fanatic Communist; tokorny, (fnu), adjutant, about 2 years 
old; Staff Captain Krejci, (fnu), unknown ajpointment. ost 
of the officers wore civilian clothes. 


2, The unit was composed of five battaliona (oddil) with a total 
of 1,200 to 1,500 men. (3) 

a, The headquarters conpany of the A Battalion handled 
supplies, accounting and post maintenance, The techni» 
csl company of the battalion had about 50 men, including 
signal. personnel, drivers snd mechanics and was commanded 
by Sergeant wajor Berenek, (fnu). Officers of the 
battalion included Lieutenant Calzmann,(fnu), ,olitical 
officer with 15 subordinated political officers; and 
Sergeant iiajor Voracek, (fnu), allegedly deputy command er 
of the battelion. (4) A unit designated Vavom consisted 
of two companies in uniforms and one company woering 
civilian clothes. This unit had only one company rior 
to mid-January 1950, designated"ch” and numbered about 200 
men, Genior Lieutenant Trupl, (fnu), was commanding 
officer and Lieutenant iartmann, (fnu), his deputy. The 
Javor unit was quartered in the former revenue office on 
Geletna ulice, krague I, op,osite the KSC central secre- 
teariat. {5} The unit was to guard offices and nembers of 
the KSC, i.e. the Irugue KSC central and district secre= 
tariats, the Rude iravo newSs,;aper and the Svoboda 
publishing house. A unit designated “TrassaS ,~robably 
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subordinate to the Jesan headquarters, was quartered in 
the same barrucks, It was activated in early April 1950, 
numbered 150 men and was to be increased to 400 men. The 
bersonnel wore uniforms or civilian clothes ané were to 
guard streets, especially the lrague-Lany Street, which 
were used by members of the government. 

b, The B Battalion was composed of four ecmpanies, each 
with 120 to 130 men. Company “a' and "bd" were known. 

The unit was to guard the homes of ministers and other 
high-runking government officials, such as Japotocky, 
Fierlinger, Svoboda, Cepicka, Nosek und Slansky/ Four 
men were assigned to each house. They were controlled 

by a main guard station in the former SNB headquarters 
building on Wintrova Street, lrague-Bubenec, and were 
relieved daily set 1 pom. 

c. The C Battalion had four comanies assigned to 

guard duty in the ministries, and the “srlin and Strusice 
radio stations, with 10 to 20-man detullsgand the radio 
building in Stalin Street, with 30 to 4YO-man details. 

d. The D Bettelion ,robsbly also had guard missions. No 
details were known. 

e, The G Bettealion wes composed of four companies, one 
identified as "4" and another as 'r", Ca,tain Kadlec, 
{fnu), probably a cover name, was commanding officer. The 
soldiers belonged to the STL, wore civilian clothes, had 
cover names and special jasses protecting them egainst 
political inquires. The "r" company was to guard the 
missions of the Western lowers and furnish escort ,;ere 
sonnel for high-erenking officials. Other personnel of 
the battalion had unknown intelligence dutiss,

the SWB schools. 1t was planned to replace all 35 to O-yeare 
old men with young ;ersonnel in 1950. The unit was to be reine 
forced by Communist industriel] militia men in cuses of public 
disturbsences. The service snd dress uniforms were khaki-colored. 
Long trousers or breeches with jputtees were worn on duty, ang 
visor-typeé caps on duty and with dress uniforms. Tield caps 
ware worn for field cxercises, “eb belts were replaced by 
leather belts in April 1950. 
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5. Gack: man of the unit was dauicped with ‘a Czech 7265- 
mm pistol and a model 48 submachine gun with 200. ~ 
rounds. Stocks of German rifles, and German and Czech 
‘light machine guns were also available. . Mina» detectors 
were used for training purposes. There were about 140 
moter vehicles, ineluding 25 six-seater Skoda Super 
escort ears with flexible Light machine gun, 50 Skode | 
Tudors , and some busses and motorcycles, It was rumored 
that Sovist. armored cars were to be issued to the & 
Battalion, (7) . 


6. The treining was: restricted to firing with live @&mmuni- 
tion and drill. Field training or exercises were not” 
held. Some personnel of the unit attended partisan 
warfare courses.
